the  Morley  Corporation. 


Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  of  the  Health  of 
the  Inhabitants  and  of  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough 
o  '  Morley  for  the  year  1923. 

As  stated  previously,  once  in  every  five  years  Medical' 
Officers  of  Health  are  required  to  prepare  their  annual  reports 
as  “Survey  Reports”  containing  certain  particulars  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  district  which  need  not  be  repeated  every  year. 

The  report  for  this  year  is  not  one  of  that  type  and  there¬ 
fore  the  particulars  referred  to  are  not  included.;  in  other 
respects  the  form  of  the  report  is  in  accordance  with  the  in¬ 
structions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

In  fact,  the  duty  to 
report  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  promptly  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Men  in  Morley.

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4.  Causes  of  Sickness. 

Throughout  the  whole  year  the  town  has  been  free  from 
any  undue  prevalence  of  sickness,  and  particularly  so  when 
it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  town  is  an  industrial  one. 

5.  Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals,  etc., 

and  other  Institutions  available  for  the  District. 

(a)  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Corporation  employ  a  full  time  Health  Visitor 
(qualified  in  Nursing),  and  in  addition  the  Morley  Nursing 
Association  employ  two  Victoria  Nurses  whose  work  is  con¬ 
fined  to  Morley. 

The  funds  of  the  Nursing  Association  are  provided  by 
Public  Subscription,  and  very  good  work  is  done  in  this 
direction. 

The  nurses  referred  to  are  the  only  ones  who  have  any 
duties  connected  with  home  nursing,  but  the  Town  Council 
have  authority  under  a  Local  Act  to  employ  such  nurses  in 
connection  with  'home  nursing  if  on  any  special  occasion  such 
a  course  was  necessary,  i.e.,  in  cases  of  infection  not  treated 
in  Hospital  or  otherwise. 

Mid  wives  . 

The  West  Hiding  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for 
dealing  with  Midwives.  The  town  is  well  supplied  and  the 
standard  of  efficiency  is  far  in  advance  of  the  standard  which 
prevailed  years  ago.  It  is  well  that  it  is  so  because  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  births  are  attended  by  midwives  than  was 
the  case  formerly. 

The  number  practising  in  the  town  is  three.

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

In  Iliis  respect  the  town  is  well  supplied  with  a  Maternity 
Home  with  a  resident  staff,  at  Morley  Hall.  The  women  may 
either  be  attended  by  their  own  doctor  or  by  the  medical  man 
appointed  by  the  Town  Council. 

The  day  nursery  which  was  closed  during*  the  year  1922, 
still  remains  closed. 

In  common  with  many  other  districts,  a  very  bad  trade 
depresion  has  prevailed  in  Morley,  with  the  result  that  many 
of  the  women  who  normally  work  in  the  mills,  have  found 
time  to  both  nurse  their  children  and  attend  to  their  house¬ 
hold  duties. 

That  largely  accounts  for  the  nursery  having*  been  closed. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic  are  in  suit¬ 
able  premises  situated  in  Commercial  Street  in  the  centre  of 
the  town. 

The  West  Hiding  County  Council  is  responsible  for 
dealing  with  both  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  With 
regard  to  the  former  a  visiting*  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  a 
centre  in  the  town  on  certain  days  each  week ;  and  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  latter,  the  nearest  treatment  centre  is  in  Leeds, 
which  is  4j  miles  away. 


HOSPITALS. 

There  is  neither  a  Tuberculosis  Hospital  nor  a  Maternity 
and  Children’s  Hospital  in  Morley. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  sent  to  one  or  another  of  the 
Sanatoria  which  are  provided  by  the  West  Hiding*  County 
Council;  and  the  Maternity  and  Children’s  Hospital  in  Leeds  is 
largely  used  by  Morley  people,  who  contribute  largely  to  its 
maintenance. 
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FEVER  HOSPITALS. 

The  Town  Council  have  provided  la  Fever  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Bruntcliffe  Lane  with  24  beds,  exclusively  for  use  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough.  There  is  a  resident  staff,  and  it  is 
properly  equipped  with  steam  laundry  and  disinfecting  plant. 
There  are  quarantine  buildings,  administration  blocks,  etc. 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  Fever  are  treated  there  and  all  cases 
of  the  two  fevers  referred  to  are  taken  there  for  treatment  un¬ 
less  there  is  some  special  reason  for  them  being  allowed  to 
remain  at  home- 


Smallpox. 

A  Smallpox  Hospital  is  also  provided  at  Grange,  Chur- 
well,  Morley.  There  are  20  beds,  and  there  are  resident  care¬ 
takers  and  all  necessary  quarters  for  medical  and  nursing*  staffs 
are  provided.  It  was  erected  in  1904  and  is  in  the  open 
country  within  the  Borough. 

Fortunately  it  has  been  vacant  almost  since  it  was  erected, 
but  it  has  been  available  all  the  time  for  immediate  use  if 
required 

Other  Hospital  Accommodation  . 

There  are  no  other  Hospitals  in  Morley,  but  Leeds  being 
only  44  miles  away,  the  Leeds  Royal  Infirmary  is  very  much 
used  by  the  residents  of  this  Borough,  in  case  of  accident,  etc. 
An  organized  system  of  voluntary  contributions  towards  main¬ 
tenance  is  in  operation  in  the  district,  which  balances  the 
services  rendered. 

The  Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home  (Municipal)  is  the  only 
institution  in  Money  which  caters  for  the  needs  of  women  and 
children.  Ho  special  provision  is  made  for  either  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  or  homeless  children  beyond  that  which 
can  be  done  for  them  at  Morley  Hall. 

An  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Morley  Corporation  for 
use  in  connection  with  infectious  cases  of  sickness  and  the  St. 
John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  also  provide  an  ambulance  which 
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is  available  for  use  by  the  inhabitants  in  every  case  other  than 
infectious  ones.  The  cost  of  the  latter  ambulance  is  defrayed 
by  public  subscriptions,  and  the  use  of  it  is  freely  afforded. 

Laboratory  Work,  Etc. 

Anti-toxin  for  use  in  cases  of  Diphtheria  is  supplied  by 
the  Tbwn  Council  on  the  order  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  West  Hiding'  County  Council  continue  to  undertake 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  swabs  and  other  specimens 
from  suspected  daises  of'  sickness,  etc.,  and  this  affords  a 
valuable  means  of  early  diagnosis  in  any  particular  instance.

Enteric  Fever. 

Seven  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  during  the 
year,  all  except  one  of  which  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 
The  one  case  wras  nursed  at  home  on  account  of  special  circum¬ 
stances  which  prevented  its  removal. 

The  continued  progress  which  is  being  made  in  the  aboli- 
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tion  of  the  privy-middens  in  Morley  has  the  good  eifect  of 
keeping  the  notifications  of  Enteric  Fever  much  lower  than 
was  the  case  a  few  years  ago. 

One  of  the  hospital  cases  ended  fatally. 

Diphtheria. 

2G  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received  during*  the 
year,  being  11  less  than  last  year;  5  deaths  were  recorded,  this 
being  the  same  number  as  last  year. 

Some  consideration*  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  treat¬ 
ing*  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  Hospital,  which  to  the  present  time 
has  not  been  done.  Probably  such  a  course  will  be  adopted, 
and  in  my  opinion,  with  much  benefit. 

Measles. 

Measles  has  not  been  prevalent  at  any  time  during*  the 
year.  The  immunity  from  infection  arising*  from  the  severe 
epidemic  which  we  had  a  few  years  ago  has  probably  not  yet 
passed  away. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Sixty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  33  for  1922. 

Even  though  the  ailment  has  been  much  more  prevalent 
this  year  than  last,  it  has  not  been  epidemic,  neither  has  it 
been  prevalent  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Sixty-two  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  two  of 
which  were  not  actually  reported  during  the  year  under  review. 

It  is  cur  policy  to  remove  every  case  unless  very  special 
circumstances  render  such  a  course  inadvisable. 

Erysipelas. 

15  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  but  no  deaths 
occurred. 
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Influenza. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  from  Influenza  as  compared  with 
13  in  1922.  This  ailment  has  not  been  unduly  prevalent  at  any 
time  during  the  year.

Encephalitis  Lethargica . 

This  case  was  notified  on  March  22nd,  and  was  removed 
to  the  Leeds  Royal  Infirmary  for  observation  purposes  on  the 
26th  of  the  same  month. 

The  patient  was  a  girl  aged  12  years,  and  even  though  the 
case  was  investigated  very  thoroughly  it  was  impossible  to  find 
any  source  from  which  the  infection  came. 

An  examination  was  made  of  the  Cerebro-spinal  Fluid 
which  indicated  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  and  the  patient  died 
on  March  31st.

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Sanitary  Administration. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  of  the  department 
during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a  Member  of  the  Royal  Sani¬ 
tary  Institute  and  holds  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate 
and  also  the  Meat  Inspector’s  Certificate. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  responsible  (with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  a  foreman)  for  the  Scavenging  work  and  for  the  super¬ 
vision  of  disinfection. 

He  has  the  advantage  of  a  full  time  clerk,  who-  also  holds 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  a  full-time  officer  and  is  qualified 
both  in  nursing  and  midwifery.  She  is  an  Associate  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  holds  the  Health  Visitor’s  Cer¬ 
tificate. 

The  staff  is  well  organized,  and  through  the  united  efforts 
of  all  concerned  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  is  not 
only  maintained  but  is  improving.  The  administration  of  all 
matters  affecting  the  public  health  is  well  and  efficiently  ap¬ 
plied  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  check  of  progress  resulting  from  the  war  is  passing 
away,  but  bad  trade  was  a  factor  throughout  the  year  which 
made  itself  felt. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Following  on  the  conclusion  of  the  war  several  sewerage 
schemes  were  put  in  hand  partly  as  a  means  of  alleviating  the 
distress  from  the  want  of  employment. 

All  needs  in  that  direction  were  dealt  with  at  that  time, 
and  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  want  of  sewers  was 
thoroughly  dealt  with. 
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Following  on  these  sewer  extensions,  however,  was  the 
work  connected  with  the  abolition  of  cesspools,  reconstructing 
'house  drains  and  converting  privies  to  waiter-closets  at  the 
houses  affected.  All  this  has  now  been  satisfactorily  completed 
except  in  the  case  of  two  or  three  houses.  39  such  houses  have 
been  dealt  with. 

The  town  is  now  well  sewered  and  drained. 

Privy-Middens  (Abolition  of). 

During  the  year  290  water-closets  have  been  provided  in 
place  of  offensive  privies,  and  8  have  been  provided  for  use  in 
connection  with  newT  houses. 

The  year  previous,  the  number  of  water-closets  increased 
by  32T,  but  in  that  were  included  90  water-closets  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Corporation  Housing  Scheme,  leaving  237  in 
place  of  privies. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  past  year  (1923)  shows 
a  greater  rate  of  progress  in  connection  with  converting  privies 
to  water  closets  than  during  1922. 

The  following  table  shows  the  rate  of  progress  during  the 
year  and  the  position  at  the  close  of  the  year :  —

This  is  a  class  of  improvement  to  which  I  think  almost 
everyone  in  the  town  attaches  much  importance.  Whereas 
many  years  ago  there  was  a  decided  stand  against  the  water 
carriage  system,  nowadays  the  very  opposite  feeling  prevails. 

Without  doubt,  great  benefit  results  and  the  work  will  be 
pressed  forward  until  every  nuisance  arising  from  offensive 
privy  middens  has  been  dealt  with. 
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Scavenging. 

m 

The  Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation’s  own 
staff.  It  is  efficiently  performed  and  always  has  been  since 
the  Local  Authority  changed  over  from  the  contract  system 
nearly  25  years  ago. 

The  dustbins  are  emptied  once  or  twice  a  week  as  may  be 
necessary  and  the  contents  are  deposited  on  a  shallow  tip  in 
the  open  country.  Only  dry  ashes  are  tipped,  the  nightsoil 
being  delivered  direct  on  to  farm  land  and  ploughed  in.  Only 
covered  vehicles  are  used  and  the  employment  of  a  whole-time 
tip  man  ensures  the  ashes  being  dealt  with  in  such  a  manner 
as  reduces  the  possibility  of  nuisance  to  a  minimum. 

Further  use  has  been  made  of  motor  vehicles  in  connection 
with  the  scavenging,  and  the  number  of  slow  moving  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  has  been  correspondingly  reduced.  It  is  real¬ 
ised  that,  this  is  an  important  branch  of  sanitary  work,  land  both 
in  regard  to  men  and  equipment  it  is  well  maintained  so  that 
the  work  may  be  efficiently  done. 

The  cost  for  the  year  was  £2,902  Is.  Od. 

Food. 

The  inspection  of  all  places  where  human  food  is  either 
prepared,  sold  or  stored  is  carefully  carried  out.  The  size  of 
the  town  is  such  that  it  is  possible  to  keep  in  very  close  touch 
with  the  whole  area,  and  consequently  the  supervision  is  a 
matter  of  comparative  ease,  except  in  regard  to  ice-cream 
premises,  house-shops,  etc. 

The  traders  generally  give  little  trouble  and  a  good 
quality  of  food  is  invariably  the  rule. 

There  is  only  one  small  market  in  the  town. 

There  are  two  or  three  large  wholesale  jam,  cake  and 
toffee  factories  from  which  the  products  are  sent  to  distant 


28 


parts,  but  beyond  these  the  movement  of  foodstuffs  is  merely 
local. 

House-shops,  wherein  a  householder  ekes  out  a  living  by 
setting  up  a  shop  in  the  house,  are  difficult  to  supervise. 
Usually  the  articles  sold  are  flour,  confectionery,  bread,  etc., 
which  is  baked  in  the  house. 


If  the  house  is  used  as  a  sleeping  room  the  shop-keeping 
is  at  once  stopped  or  if  there  are  other  undesirable  circum¬ 
stances  a  similar  course  is  adopted,  but  there  are  other  in¬ 
stances  less  easily  dealt  with. 

Ice-cream  vendors  call  for  a  considerable  amount  of  atten¬ 
tion.  There  are  not  any  instances  of  it  being  made  or  stored 
in  grossly  insanitary  premises  as  one  sometimes  hears  of  in 
large  towns,  but  nevertheless  the  supervision  of  the  places 
during  the  season  is  not  a  light  duty. 

Fried  fish  shops  also  are  liable  to  be  both  a  nuisance  and 
a  source  of  danger  unless  properly  conducted.  I  have  reason 
to  think,  however,  that  there  is  little  cause  for  complaint  in 
regard  to  these. 

Cowsheds  and  Milk. 

There  are  8  persons  in  the  district  who  produce  and  sell 
milk,  and  there  are  14  who  produce  milk  and  sell  it  bv  retail. 
There  are  also  13  persons  who  are  retailers  only.  The  total 
number  of  cowsheds  in  use  is  30. 

Morley  is  very  favourably  situated  in  regard  to  its  milk 
supply.  There  is  scarcely  any  train  borne  milk  used  in  the 
town.  The  little  which  is  brought  in  is  from  the  belt  of  agri¬ 
cultural  country  which  surrounds  the  town  on  nearly  all  sides. 
Only  a  small  quantity  is  sent  out  to  other  districts.  Practic¬ 
ally  all  the  milk  is  delivered  directly  to  the  consumers  from 
the  several  farms. 
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The  cowsheds  generally  are  well  kept  'and  in  good  condi¬ 
tion,  but  there  is  a  lack  of  milkhouse  accommodation  for  use 
in  connection  with  the  milk  businesses  at  the  farms  and  at  the 
r e tailers  ’  premises . 

The  Town  Council  are  very  rightly  dealing  with  this 
matter  and  they  are  refusing  to  register  any  person  who  is  not 
suitably  provided  with  the  necessary  accommodation. 

This  lack  of  accommodation  has  been  partly  dealt  with 
during  the  year  by  the  erection  of  specially  constructed  or 
adapted  buildings  in  several  instances. 

Where  these  have  been  provided  the  milkmen  themselves 
are  the  first  to  appreciate  their  value,  and  before  long 
every  trader  in  the  town  will  have  made  satisfactory  provision 
for  safeguarding  the  milk  and  milk  vessels  he  handles  from 
contamination  so  far  as  storage  is  concerned. 

The  new  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  has 
proved  of  some  use  in  this  respect. 

Slaughtee-Houses  . 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  remains  at  10. 

The  difficulty  of  inspection  arises  from  the  fact  that  they 
are  all  in  use  for  a  short  time  each  week  on  the  same  day  and 
almost  at  the  same  hour. 

The  butchers,  however,  without  exception,  kill  a  good 
class  of  animal  and  there  is  no  surreptitious  dealing  in  dead 
meat.  Several  of  the  premises  are  very  satisfactory,  one  (the 
largest  by  far)  is  excellent,  and  another  one  is  unsatisfactory. 

Generally  they  are  fairly  well  kept  and  clean,  but  unless 
a  building  is  specially  constructed  for  the  purpose,  it  cannot 
be  entirely  satisfactory.  All  the  premises  are  regularly  in¬ 
spected  and  they  are  controlled  as  well  as  circumstances  permit, 
but  until  the  time  arrives  for  all  slaughtering  to  be  done  in 
one  properly  equipped  slaughter-house  the  system  of  inspec¬ 
tion  cannot  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Condemnation  of  Food. 

During  the  year  the  following  articles  of  food  were  con¬ 
demned  :  — 

40  stones  of  pork. 

1  carcase  of  beef'  and  301bs.  of  beef. 

5  lbs.  of  mushrooms. 

3  lbs.  apples. 

22  frozen  rabbits. 

296  tins  of  pilchards,  salmon,  salmon  paste,  etc. 

Not  included  in  these  are  many  small  items,  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  which  was  arranged  without  the  necessity  for  actual 
seizure. 

Housing. 

My  remarks  in  regard  to  housing,  as  stated  in  the  report 
for  1922,  hold  good  to-day. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  during  the  past  year  is  so 
small  as  to  be  almost  negligible. 

The  Corporation  Housing  Scheme  was  completed  before 
the  end  of  1922,  but  a  further  scheme  is  in  hand  at  present 
comprising  about  50  houses.  It  has  not  been  'definitely  decided 
what  to  do  in  regard  to  this,  but  I  expect  the  scheme  will  be 
carried  out;  and  the  sooner  the  better. 

The  shortage  is  not  so-  acute  as  was  the  case  some  time 
back,  but  there  are  yet  many  families  in  need  of  houses  and 
others  in  need  of  houses  more  suited  to  their  requirements. 

Building  operations  are  not  keeping  pace  with  the  natural 
increase  of  population,  and  I  feel  sure  the  development  of  the 
town  is  beings  retarded  by  houses  not  being  available  for  the 
inhabitants.

Milk  for  Mothers’  Order. 

During  the  year  one  pint  of  milk  per  day  for  one  month 
was  granted  to  42  mothers  in  accordance  with  the  scale 
stated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  is  a  great  benefit  to 
the  mothers  whose  income  is  very  low,  as  it  helps  to  nourish 
them  during  the  time  they  are  convalescent  and  this  of  course 
promotes  breast  feeding.

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4  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  and  these 
were  visited  and  great  care  was  taken  until  the  eyes  were  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

On  visiting  420  homes  I  found  that  109  mothers  were  mill- 
hands  previous  to  the  birth  of  the  child.  This  is  very  unsatis¬ 
factory,  as  most  of  these  worked  close  up  to  the  period  of 
time  of  birth,  and  this  is  detrimental  to  both  mother  and  child. 

Of  the  420  children  visited  in  the  district  361  attended 
the  Babies’  Welcome,  making  a  total  of  1,384  attendances  for 
the  year,  which  is  an  increase  on  last  year’s  figure.

Diarrhoea,  which  was  a  dangerous  and  fatal  disease 
amongst  young  children,  and  most  prevalent  during  the 
summer  months,  is  seldom  ever  heard  of  in  these  days. 

During  the  year  only  4  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease 
amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age.  This  figure  is  very 
low,  as  summer  diarrhoea  in  years  gone  by  was  one  of  the  chief 
causes  for  a  high  Infantile  Mortality  Hate. 

The  principal  cause  why  summer  diarrhoea  has  been 
stamped  out  is  that  now  we  have  a  better,  cleaner  and  more 
efficient  milk  supply.  The  people  are  taught  to  sterilise  the 
child’s  milk  and  dried  milks  are  used  more  amongst  the 
working  classes,  whilst  in  addition,  flies  are  not  so  prevalent. 
These  were  very  often  the  means  of'  spreading  the  diarrhoea 
germ  from  one  home  to  another.  It  is  said  that  the  reason  for 
fewer  flies  is  that  we  have  substituted  cars  for  horses,  thus 
lessening  the  quantity  of  manure  wdiere  flies  breed. 
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A  most  pleasing  feature  which  I  must  relate  is  that  the 
Infant  Mortality  Hate  (which  is  75.3  per  1,000  births)  is  lower 
than  it  has  ever  been  in  Morley  for  the  last  ten  years.

The  reasons  for  a  lew  Infant  Mortality  Hate  are  that 
children  are  better  fed,  more  suitably  clothed,  and  generally 
much  better  cared  for  than  was  the  case  previously.  Mothers 
are  more  educated  and  are  aide  to  carry  out  their  maternal 
duties  more  carefully  and  more  intelligently  than  was  the 
case  in  the  past.  The  Babies’  Welcome  plays  an  important 
part  in  reducing  the  Infant  Mortality  Hate,  for  at  these 
centres  mothers  are  able  to  receive  free  advice  as  to  the  health 
of  the  child.  The  child  is  weighed  from  time  to  time  and  wood 
suitable  foods  are  sold  to  mothers  at  cost  price  which  are 
necessary  for  the  health  and  proper  development  of  the  child. 

A  Christmas  Tree  and  Tea  wa,s  provided  in  the  Town  Hall 
for  all  the  mothers  who  attended  the  Babies’  Welcome  during 
the  year.  About  120  mothers  with  their  children  were  present, 
and  when  assembled  together  looked  healthy,  well-nourished 
and  well-cared  for. 

Each  mother  received  a  present  from  the  tree  for  her 
child,  kindly  presented  by  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress, 
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The  Councillors  generously  gave  subscriptions  for  the  cost 
of  the  Tea,  and  the  Councillors’  wives  gave  their  services  in 
serving  tea,  etc. 

Everyone  had  a  most  enjoyable  time  and  are  looking 
forward  to  another  next  year. 

A  very  desirable  spirit  of  rivalry  appears  to  exist  amongst 
the  mothers  respecting  the  welfare  of  their  babies  and  this 
cannot  but  have  a  good  effect  and  help  forward  the  work  of 
the  centre.
